WASHINGTON {Reuter}. — The 
International Monetary Fund yes- 
terday recommended widening the 
parity bands within which currency 
values can fluctuate either side of 
par as one important way to solve 
monetary upheavals. 

In a report prepared before Pre- 
sident Nixon's ΑἹ it 15 severance 
of the gold-dollar convertibility tie, 
the report listed four Possible s0- 
lutions to volatile short-term capital 
flows and their impact on world fi- 
nancial equilibrium. 

It cafled for closer international 
coordination’ of economic policies, 
controls on international capital 
movements, greater exchange flext- 
bility through wider bands, and 
smoother accomodation of capital 
inflows, specifically by absorbing 
foreign currency receipts without 
recycling them to the {nternational 
“eurocurrency” markets. 

The report described the Amert- 
ean balance of payments deficit as 
the most urgent problem facing 
world monetary stability and called 
for stronger use of tax as opposed 
to monetary policies in correcting 
payments imbalances.

BELFAST. — Savage street riot- 
ing fashed-in Londonderry yester- 
day and troops fired nausea gas 10 
drive back a mob storming an 
army post after the funeral of a 
three-year-old boy, crushed by ἃ 
British army truck on Thursday. 

The rioting erupted after yet an- 
other night of bombings and gun- 
ire in Northern Ireland, where 103 
persons have died in two years of 
violence, 

The Jatest death was reported 
yesterday when a suspected mem- 
ber of the LRA. electrocuted him- 
self while attempting to puli down 
ἃ power pylon damaged in an ear- 
lier attack in Belfast's southern 
outskirts, 

As the Londonderry mobs skirmished 
with troops and threw acid bombs, 
thousands of Roman Catholics 
gathered in Belfast for a demon- 
Stration against the Government’s 
mass arrests of suspected terrorists. 

The violence end tension con- 
tinued despite progress on the poli- 
tical front, with an agreement for 
summit talks within the next two 
weeks by Northern [Ireland's Pre- 
mier Brian Faulkner, Prime Min- 
ister Jack Lynch of the Irish Re- 
public and Britain's Prime Minis- 
ter Edward Heath. 

In a radio broadcast yesterday, 
Mr. Faulkner contended that Mr. 
Lynch could help bring peace to 
the north by halting arms smug- 
gling across the republic's border 
and cracking down on the out- 
lawed Irish Republican Army. He 
stressed that the summit talks 
must not include any proposais 
that could weaken Northern Ire- 
land's position as part of Britain. 

Almost as Faulkner spoke, terro- 
riste struck again in Belfast, sett- 
ing off a bomb outside a youth club 
and injuring three. The explosion 
followed a night of viclen 
gunmen fired at SBrittsh troops 
and threw a nail bomb in Belfast's 
Ardoyne district, acid and petrol 
bombs burst outside an army post 
in , a bomb wrecked 2 
car showroom fio Lurgan, and a 
Belfast bank and construction yard 
‘were bombed. 

At the Belfast rally, Bernadette 
Devlin, at 24 the youngest member 
of Britain's Parliament, denounced 
Mr. Lynch. The fiery Miss Devlin 
said Mr. Lynch supported “British 
imperialism” and “does not speak 
for us.” 

“Whither was Mr. Lynch in 
August ᾿897" (wher Protestants 
rioted against Catholics), Miss Dev- 
lin shouted. “Mr. Lynch did not 
even have the guts to stand up and 
send us haif a dozen gas masks,"

The Canal front remained quiet 
yesterday following the downing of 
an Egyptian Sukboi 7 at kilometer 
10, south of Port Said, by an Is- 
raelii army MG crew at noon Sat- 
urday. The gunner was promptly 
rewarded for his achievement by 
his commanding officer with a 
bottle of champagne and enough 
off-duty, following the presentation, 
to sleep off the effect of the gift. 

Egyptian claims that the Sukhoi 
was fired upon on a routine prac- 
tlee flight three kms. west of the 
Canal were scoffed at by Israel 
sources here yesterday. 

It was pointed out that from

Strikes in breach of collective 


agreements will be illegal. under a 


bill to be tabled before the Knesset. 

At the end of a heated four-hour discussion yesterday, the Ca- 
binet charged the Ministers of Labour and Justice and the Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioner, after consultation with the Histadrut, to prepare 
the necessary legal text — “‘as rapidly as possible," according to the 


Government spokesman. 

Tt is likely that the Knesset will 
be recalled in emergency session 
during the present recess, to give 
the bill its first reading. 

The Cabinet decided by a congen~ 
sus to make any breach of the new 
Taw a civil and not a crimimal of- 
fenee, though ministers of the 
right (ex-Rafi and the religious par- 
ties) favoured the more severe 
course, according to the Labour 
Ministry spokesmen. 

Compulsory arbitration had been 
suggested some time ago by Mr. 
Moshe Kol (Independent Liberal), 
and in a different form by Dr. Ze- 
rah Warhaftig «N.R.P.} — but this 
was rejected as too extreme with 
only four Ministers voting yesterday 
for such a move. 

Israel Galil, Minister without 
Portfolio, took the opposite milder 
view, and voted only reluctantly for 
the strike restraint measure. It was 
Prime Minister Golda Meir who de- 
cided the issue, and brought in all 
votes for the agreed proposal except 
two Mapam Ministers Victor 
Shemtov and Natan Peled, who bal- 
loted against.

U.N. STRATEGY 
AT CABINET 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Correspondeat 

The Cabinet yesterday gave For- 
eign Minister Abba Eban the go- 
ahead to present an ‘Israel pro- 
gramme of “open options” for peace 
‘at the General Assembly this month. 

Mr, BEban surveyed the latest po- 
litical developments, briefed the Ca- 
binet on Ambassador Yitzhak Ra- 
bin’s. meeting with U.S. Assistant 
Setratary of State Joseph Sisco last 
Friday, and suggested the general 
line of his policy address to the As- 
sembly September 80. 

His report followed the prolonged 
Cabinet discussion on labour rela- 
tions, and there was no debate. Mr. 
Eban also submitted, and the Cahi- 
net endorsed, the list of members of 
the Israe} delegation to the Assembly 
session. 

In his address, Mr. Eban will 
stress Israel's concept of a multipli- 
city and diversity of possible ap- 
proaches to peace, in contrast to the 
“monistic’ approach of the Arabs 
which rests mainly on the ultima- 
tum of total Israel withdrawal He 
will reaffirm ‘Tsrael’s readiness to 
discuss, without preconditions, both 
a partial, and an overall peace set- 
tlement. 

An overall solution could be 
reached, particularly after the test- 
ing of a partial accord first, with 
the help of Dr. Jarring. searching 
for new alternatives, or through a 
reconvened Rhodes-type conference 
as was once proposed by the U.N. 
emissary. Discussion could focus in- 
itially on such specific issues as the 
demilitarization of Singi, the refugee 
problem, or freedom of navigation. 

Although there was no debate on 
Mr. Eban's presentation, it was 
agreed that, should the need arise, 
the Cabinet might address itself to 
the issues covered by the Foreign 
Minister after his departure for New 
York later this week.

During the year we use millions 
of reserve days. Tt stands to rea- 
son that a smal percentage of these 
millions of reserve days used each 
year is not productive or effective, 
and the reservist who happens to 
come under this one-tenth of one 
per cent naturally feels somewhat 
frustrated and non-exploited. So Iam 
not saying that out. of all these 
millions of reserve days used up by 
us each year, they all give satis- 
faction and the feeling of “I have 
done a day’s work” — but

It wil have no effect on the 
length of male soldiers’ hair. For 
two reasons: first, what you might 
call an ideological reason. ‘This 
phenomenon, long untidy hair and 
long sideburns — did not originate 
in Israel. It started with the beat- 
niks and the hippies, and for them 
it is an expression of thelr resis- 
tance and revolt against everything 
— against the government, the 


te army, the professors, society and 


their parents. 

Fine. If the youth in America 
wants to revolt, let them do it if 
they want to. But we cannot allow 
the external appearence of our 
army to be identified with a move- 
ment which is not only foreign to 
us geographically, but with which 
we cannot identify. The LD.F. are a 
part of the State of Israel and 
whether you like it or not a part of 
the establishment, and we cannot 
identify with movements that are 
completely different. 

The practical aspect, in my opin- 
jon, is no less convincing. It is ge- 
nerally agreed that there should be 
some external distinction between a 
soldier and a civilian. The moment 
we accept this principle, the ques- 
tion of where we put the boundary 
line is marginal. The day after to- 
morrow there will be a new fashion. 
and someone will decide that side- 
burns should be four inches long 
and moustaches should be like Taras 
Bulba’s {the Russian folk hero). So 
the question of whether the line 
passes here or there is a marginal 
problem. 1 can only tell you that 
@s soon 85 we accept the principle 
that a line must be drawn, there is 
a problem of discipline, and the 
soldier as an individual and the 
army as a whole must be as strict 
in this matter as in any other. 

You have mentioned other armies. 
Don't forget that in other armies 
you have soldiers who do not want 
to serve — some of them are even 


. ashamed that they are soldiers — 
εὐ and in many places when the sol- 
τ, dier or the officer goes out into

Has the extended continuation of 
cease-fire affected the readiness 
to serve in the regular army? 


Yes. It has a negative influence. 
During the firing officers remained 
or came back from the reserves — 
and here I am talking mainly about 
those in command positions — simp- 


pulsory service and remained be- 
cause we were in the midst of the 
battle. 


From this point of view the cease- 
fire has a negative effect, because 
there are those who say: “If fight- 
ing breaks out again — we'll re- 
turn, meanwhile we'll go back to 
farming or go to study for a year.” 
I think that they are making a 
serious error. Because the period of 
the cease-fire, for as long as the 
problem has not been actually 
settled, is a period in which: the 

needs men and can use men 
to help it prepare. 

How do you regard the unfamiliar 
phenomenon in this country of de- 
elared conscientious objectors? 

I regard it as a completely mar- 
ginal phenomenon, but as in the 
question of unutilized reservists, ἃ 
marginal - problem 
quires disproportionate prominence. 
In the past year we had a total of 
eight such objectors. And if we 
compare this number with the hun- 
dreds of handicapped men who 
come to us and demand to be en- 
Usted, I think we shall see the 
matter in a much more correct pro- 
portion, If there are eight con- 
scientious objectors in a year, this 
is an offence and we dea) with it. 
But I do not think we can or 
should draw any far-reaching con- 
clusions. These are individual cases 
of eight men --- apparently full of 
complexes — and I would not sug- 
gest making any kind of general 
analysis leading to heaven knows 
what conclusions. 


When they are called up, how 
does the army deal with them? 

As soon as they are called up 
to the army, they are soldiers and 
the army deals with them as sol- 
diers — ‘thet is, it deals with them 
well I, at least, have not heard of 
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the street after duty, ne does not 
want it known that he is a soldier. 
That is the reason why in certain 
countries and armies soldiers are 
allowed to grow long hair and side- 
burns and possibly even not to 
shave. Here — and I don’t know 


even on 
posite is true. I know of no one 
who came out the worse in any 
area because according to his hair- 
cut it was possible to tell that he 
was a soldier and not ἃ painter. 
Thus this argumert — that after 
hours the soldier wants to be like 
everyone else ~~ is not relevant in 
our ‘situation, because here it is not 
a disgrace to be a soldier or an 
officer: it is an honour. 

Thus there is no intention to 
change the regulations regarding 
haircuts for servicemen. As to re- 
servists, who do not spend most of 
their time In the army, we have 
always allowed them to have any 
haircut they like as long as it does 
not interefere with the fulfilment 
of their duties. There are some 
haircuts, for example, where if the 
soldier puts on a gas mask it 
would not help him. since the gas 


‘would penetrate between the mask 


and his hair. We, at any rate, do 
not intend to reach the point arriv- 
ed at in one of the Scahdanavian 
countries, where they give out hair 
nets to their soldiers so that they 
can put on their helmets. 


What would you say was the 
army’s major accomplishment and 
what was its main failure during 
the past year? 

As I see it, the most serious thing 
that happened in the LD.F. during 
the past year was the behaviour of 
the unit which served in the Shati 
camp during the month of Janu- 
ary. I regard it as the most serious 
thing that happened in Zabal, both 
as a failure and as a mistake, be- 
cause it could have been prevented. 
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The greatest of our achievements 
this year has been the utilisation 
of time. We had at our disposal 
12 months of cease-fire, which, as 
you will remember, were divided 
into portions of 90 days, and an- 
other 90 days, and 30 days, and 50 
on. I believe that the LD.F. made 
maximum use of these 90-day per- 
iods. This was an enormous achieve- 
ment, both In the constructional 
operationa] field and the organiza- 
tion of the work, as well as in 
the absorption of equipment: be- 
cause in this year we ebsorbed very 
large quantities of very complicat- 
ed equipment, making the best use 
of the time at our disposal in all 
spheres — in organization, increas- 
ing our strength, and training — I 
see this as our greatest achieve- 
ment this year. 


1,000 DAYS 


After years of the war of attri- 
tion what does a Chief of Staff feel 
after a year of calm? 

If you are prepared to exchange 
“what” for “how” — I will tell you 
that he feels well, and that is per- 
haps enough for this question. 

The LDF. intend to publish an 
album on the war of attrition. I 
hear that they are looking for a 
name for that war. Do you have 2 
suggestion? What would you think, 
for example, of “The Thousand Day 
War"? . 

We are really having difficulty 
in finding a suitable name for 
that period, from the end of the 
Six Day War up to the 7th of 
August. “War of Attrition” is not 
our name. It is an Egyptian name 
which incidentally had more cur- 
rency on our side than on theirs. 
Because we are not ashamed to 
speak of the war of attrition, in 
which the attrition was suffered by 
Egypt, but for them the uame has 
all sorts of unpleasant associations. 
Therefore we don't much lke the 
term because, first of all, it was not 
our idea — neither the war nor the 
name. - 

At the same time, we still have 


not yet found a suitable name. At |! 


the moment we have the problem 
of finding a name for the album, 
and in fact “the thousand day 
war’ is one of the possibilities. It 
sounds a little pompous, but per- 
haps eventually that is the name 
we will choose, even though it was 
not 1,000 days, but closer to 1,150, 
days. But if we have to round it 
up to the nearest thousand, then 
it really would be the thousand 
day war.

CARMIEL, — South African Mac- 
sabi's cricket team yesterday even- 
ing completed a five-wicket win 
over Ysrael, thanks to a great all- 
round performance by ther skipper, 

Rodney Falkson. 
The final score in this first *‘test” 


was Israel 49 and 132: South Af- ing 


rican Maccabi 55 and 127 for 5. 

‘Falkson, 29, who captains North- 
eastern Tremsyeal in the Currie 
Cup, claimed 5 for 26 in 25 overs 
of deadly accurate, medium-paced 
bowling and then hit-up a match- 
winning 38, not out, when his team 
went in clamouring for a win soon 
after lunch. 

In the fascinating: morning ses- 
sion, Kessel and Susser put Israel 
right back into the game after Falk- 
son claimed two victims in his first 
over to Jeave the hosts only 20 runs 
ahead with four wickets down. 

Getting thetr heads down, the two 
bearded Jerusalemites scored 58 to- 
gether in 75 minutes before Susser 
went for a fine 27, When Kessel 
was ninth out, after staying more 
than two ‘hours for an invaluable 
$5, bowlers Ramrajkar and Reuben 


added another 27 for the last wicket 
in a final act of defiance. 

Fighting all the way, Israel stiil 
bad 4 chance when Kolnick joined 
his skipper at 85 for 5. However, 
these two steered South Africa 
home io an unbroken sixth-wicket 
Partnership of 42, with -Falkson 
(who was dropped three times) do- 
most of the scoring, while Kol- 
nick (5) held his end up admirably.

Roland de Vaux 


IN MEMORIAM ἢ ao 


The sudden death of Roland de 
‘Vaux has come as a shock to his 


many colleagues and disciples in the Hassneh 
Biblical 


fields of archaeology, 
studies, ancient history and Dead 
Sea Scrolls regearch. 

De Vaux was a worthy successor 
to Pere Vincent, his teacher and, in 
his own’ time, the Nestor of Pales- 
tinfan archaeology. De Vaux's fields 
of research —- in which he made 
most significant contributions — 
ranged from actual field archaeo- 
logy to the most academic treatises 
on the history of Mereel and the 
whole of the Fertile Crescent. 

His extensive excavations at Tel 
el-Far’ah, in the North, laid a firm 
foundation for a re-evaluation of * 
Palestinian culture at the very 
beginning of the third millenium 
B.C.E., the period of the Patriarchs, 
as well as of the history of the 
Northern lom of Israel at the 
time of its inception. His excava- 
Hons at Qumran are perhaps better 


| known to the general public; these 


excavations were not only carried 
out in a meticulous way, but their 
results were brillantly interwoven 
with the historical data gleaned 


ἢ from the Known sources as well 85 
yfrom the Dead Sea Scrolls them- 


selves. 

The Schweich Lectures on the 
subject are a typical testimony to 
de Vaux's masterly talent 
His contribution to 
the study of the Dead Sea Scrolls 
wag also of extreme importance in 
his editorial work on the Scrolls 
themselves, — which, alas, is not 
completed. 

His opus magnum is no doubt 
“Les Institutions de ‘J’Ancien 
Testament,” in which he embodied 
his unique Mastery of all the discip- 
lines required in modern study for 
writing on such 2 subject. This, 
together with “Bible et Orient” (in 
which some of his most important 
articles are included), published a

Rabbinical High Court ready

Supreme Court have announced 
their willingness to sit in judg~- 
ment together on the case of the 
prother and sister mamzerim.

Ben-Abaron found himself isolated 
and under attack from both his La- 
bour Party colleagues and from 
their Mapam allies. Mr, Ben-Aha- 
ron failed to get immediate appro- 
val from the Central Committee on 
his, proposal to set up a permanent 
Histadrut commission to vet legal 
processes against workers under 
Jabour laws. Under pressure from 
the trade union officials, he was

He moved the motion after 
having learned that, unknown to 
him, the decision to open legal pro- 
ceedings against .the customs offi- 
chals followed prior consuitations 
between the Minister of Finance 
and Histadrut Trade Union thead 
Uriel Abrahamowitz and Civil Ser- 
vant Union Secretary Haim Cohen, 
and that all three decided on this 
move. 

Mr. Ben-Aharon-spoke in anger: 
‘I should ‘have thought that such 
a weighty matter as taking work- 
ers to court, though their strike 
‘was not approved by the Histedrut, 
should bave been done with the 
imowledge of the Secretary-Gen- 
eral and that of other Central Com- 
mittee members. Moreover, I was 
put in an impossible position, for 
I was participating in a meeting 
with representatives of the customs 
officials to discuss ways of settling 
the strike according to usual His- 
tedrut practices and I urged the men 
to return to work —- and at that 
very same moment, ἃ trial was be- 
dng conducted in the District Court 
against these men at the behest of 
the head of our Trade Union De- 
partment.” 

Mr. Ben-Abaron continued with 
Yising voice: “Tt -is inconceivable 
that we should accord Histadrut ap- 
roval to the opening of legal pro- 
cesses against workers without 
prior consultation, and thus we pro- 
pose the formation of a permanent 
Histadrut commission with the pow- 
er to decide on these matters.” 

Mr. Abrahamowitz sapped back: 
“To my mind such a committee as 
Ben-Aheron should not be 
formed, because it’s a specific mat- 
ter subject to the sole authority of 
the Trade Walon Department and it 
is authorised to decide whether to

Jerusalem Poat Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — For the firat time 
in 24 years, U.S. elections to~a 
Zionist Congress will take place at 
the end of November, the secretary 
of the World Labour Zionist Move- 
ment, Mr. Yitzhak Korn, ΜΈ, told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. The 
U.S. will send 152 delegates to Je- 
rusalem for the 28th Zionist Cong- 
ress. 

Mr. Korn haa just returged from 
New York after completing aspeak- 
ing tour of five South American 
countries. He was in the U.S. in his 
capacity as chairman of the Worki 
Zionist Organization Elections Com- 
mittee in order to settle the dispute 
ever elections to the 28th Zionist 
Congress, meeting in Jerusalem 
next January. 

He noted that there were 650,000 
registered Zionists in the U.S. 
whose affiliation was as follows: 
Hadassah ~— 300,000, Labour Zion- 
ists — 100,000, Religious Zionists 
— 100,000, 2.0.4. — 100,000. The 
other 50,000 are divided among 
Bnel-Zion, Mapam, Herut, Student 
Zionists and other youth groups. 

Last Wednesday he attended 
meetings of the Executive of the 
Zionist Federation of America. By 
Friday it was decided by a vote of 
187 to 23 to hold elections. Hades- 
s@h and Lebour had backed his 
scheme. They were later joined by 
the ‘Religious Zionists: and the 
smaller parties. The Z.0.A. and 
Herut remained in opposition. 

Mr. Korn explained that just over 
half the delegates will be elected 
by postal votes and the rest ap- 
pointed by the organizations, 
Prior to his visit to the U.S., 
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
